Text: “And these signs shall follow 
them that believe,” Mark 16:17. 


Surely there is not a verse in the Bible 
that we Church of God folks quote more 
than this one. We like to tell them that 
if these signs don’t follow them they are 
not altogether on the Bible plan. This is 
true, but there is more in the dear old 
Bible than Mark 16:17. 


We find in Matt. 4:4, “Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God.” Then He said, “If ye love me, 
keep my commandments.” Dear one, it 
is not all in speaking in tongues or taking 
up serpents. This is good and will follow 
them that believe, but there are more 
signs than these. Jesus said in John 13:35, 
“By this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one to 
another,” and in 1 John 4:20, “If a man 
say, I love God, and hateth his brother, 
he is a liar: for he that loveth not his 
brother whom he hath seen, how can he 
love God whom he hath not seen?” The 
next verse says, 
loveth his brother also.” Love is ome of 
the signs that will follow them that be- 
lieve. How can we turn a cold shoulder 
to our brother or sister and say we love 
God? 

Almost everything goes by signs. In 
traveling you will find that most every 
town and city has stop-lights. If you 
are watching these stop-lights, they will 
give you a sign just how to drive through 
the city safely, but if you go over these 
signs (stop-lights), you are sure to get 
into trouble. When we want something 
in the line of clothing, we look for the 
sign “Dry Goods.” They would not have 
a sign in the dry goods department 
“Hardware” or “Drugs.” When we walk 
down the streets and see a sign in front 
of a store, we are expecting to see just 
what they are advertising. Dear one, 
there are too many Church of God folks 
with the wrong sign out. If you are a 
real child of God, have the Holy Ghost, 
take down your sign advertising worldii- 
ness, pride, styles, etc. Some of our good 
Church of God mothers will let their 
girls go out on the streets wearing the 
sign of one from a red-light district. 
They ‘go on the streets with their bodies 
exposed to the world, will go out in men’s 
clothing. Oh, if our dear mothers and 
fathers in the Church of God could go 
to the places where our styles come from, 
surely they would have their precious 
girls to take down their signs. 

Paul said all men were reading us as 
epistles. I believe they are watching us. 
Just put off the sign of the world, begin

to display the sign of godliness, and let 
the world, see Christ Jesus in you. Let 
them see’ your good works and be con- 
strained to follow the Lord. 


There are many wrong signs. The sign 
of confusion is not a sign of godliness. 
Failing to obey the teachings and doc- 
trine of the Church of God is not a 
sign of godliness. We are leaving off too 
many things. We know to do and God 
is not pleased with us. There are many 
things we know that are good and we 
just leave them off. We believe in tithes. 
We say it is God’s plan to keep His minis- 
ters on the field, but there are many who 
won’t pay tithes. The sinners know all 
about you. They are watching you. When 
you fail to pay what belongs to the Lord 
and come up to the teachings of the 
Church of God, they will say, “I don’t 
believe in his or her religion.”” Where is 
your influence? Where is your sign? 
Some will say, “It’s good to pay them,” 
but do not pay theirs. James 4:17, 
“Therefore to him that knoweth to do 
good, and doeth it not, to him it is sin.” 
My dear one, if you are robbing God, 
failing to pay your tithes, you are dis- 
playing the sign of “Robber.” Read Lev. 
27:3; Mal. 3:8-10. 

If each one would come up to the 
teachings of the Church of God and bear 
the signs of real Church of God material, 
the Church, which we love, would take 
on new strength and we would mount up.

‘7, Te: 


It is clear that He expected them to 
have the experience in this life, for just 
before praying for their sanctification 
He prayed thus: “I pray not that thou 
shouldest take them out of the world, 
but that thou shouldest keep them from 
the evil,” John 17:15. “For both he thar 
sanctifieth and they who are sanctified 
are all one: for which cause he is not 
ashamed to call them brethren,” Heb. 2 

“And now, brethren, I command you 
to God, and to the word of his grace, 
which is able to build you up, and to 
give you an inheritance among all them 
which are sanctified,” Acts 20:32, ‘That 
they may receive forgiveness of sins, and 
inheritance among them which are sanc- 
tified by faith that is in me,” Acts 26: 

8. “By the which will we are sanctified 
through the offering of the body of Je- 
sus Christ once for all,” Heb. 10:10. 
“Jude, the servant of Jesus Christ, and 
brother of James, to them that are sanc- 
tified by God the Father, and preserved 
in Jesus Christ,” Jude 1.

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COURAGE

“Wait on the Lord: be of good cour- 
age, and he shall strengthen thine heart: 
wait, I say, on the Lord.” Psalms 27:14. 

Scripture reading: Joshua 1:5-18. 

A striking type of courage is Joshua. 
Having had the honor of being one of 
the twelve chiefs to spy out the land of 
Canaan, it must have taken courage for 
him and his partner to take back a re- 
port which disputed the discouraging re- 
port of the other ten spies. But God was 
with him. Just before Moses died he in- 
vested Joshua with authority over the 
people. 

ALL DISCOURAGEMENT IS OF 

THE DEVIL 

The evil one is much pleased and de- 
lighted when a child of God becomes dis- 
couraged, because he knows that Chris- 
tian is disobeying 1 Thess. 5:16-18, 
which reads: “Rejoice evermore. Pray 
without ceasing. In everything give 
thanks: For this is the will of God in 
Christ Jesus concerning you.” 

When we have lost courage there is a 
strong tendency to sidetrack the main 
line of the Christian pathway where the 
Word of God is a lamp, making that 
path a lighted pathway. Sidetracking al- 
ways switches one off the main line. 
Sarah Bolton said, “I like the man who 
faces what he must.” There come times 
when one is obliged to face things over 
which he has no control, ard which are 
impossible to avoid. When one is smitten 
with a staggering blow of sorrow, loss, 
or physical affliction, he can do one of 
two things. He can swoon, throw up his 
hands in despair and surrender, or he can 
face the conflict with a brave heart and 
fearlessly fight with an unfaltering trust 
that somehow God’s plans in the end will 
work out for the good of mortals, and by 
heroic courage conquer fate. Richter says, 
“Sorrows gather around great souls 1s 
storms do around mountains; but, like 
them, they break the storm and purify 
the air of the plain beneath.” There is 
no escape; sooner or later pain and suf- 
fering are the inevitable lot of every 
mortal. To be born is to be ushered into 
a world of sorrow; individuality, separate 
se'f-hood, and personal experience, are 
bound to entail suffering. 

GOD CANNOT USE A SOUL 
EASILY DISCOURAGED 

What would happen on Sunday morn- 
ing if the pastor lost every bit of courage 
just before time to begin his message. 
Suppose he decided, “I know Brother X 
does not agree with me about the manner 
of supporting foreign missions (or per- 
haps some other current issue), and I 


just can’t bear to get up before him and 
preach. He will probably criticize me,” 
etc. You know very well what would 
happen if a minister of the gospel would 
lose courage just at the time for him to 
speak, 

But the main thing we want to con- 
sider is this: What is the result of lay- 
men losing courage? First we want to 
state the paramount cause of laymen or 
anyone else losing courage. This may be 
stated by one word — Disobedience. By 
having not obeyed, we soon become dis- 
couraged and will be guilty of many un- 
becoming things, some of which may be 
the following: jealousy, envy, strife, 
backbiting, omitting prayer, testimony, 
church attendance, tithing, offering. 
Let us everyone search our hearts and 
find the actual cause of not having 
courage, if such be the case with us. Buc 
some one wails, “It has come straight to 
me what somebcdy has said about me. 
Oh yes, I have a reason to be discouraged.” 
No, friend, God’s Word commands that 
we pray for those who dispitefully use 
us. 

Truly Joshua was a courageous leader. 
His authority over the Israelites proved 
a great blessing because through his divine 
anointing and capability they gained half 
of Palestine. 

In the taking of Jericho, what courage 
was necessary in that strict obedience to 
God’s will? Marching around one time 
each day until the seventh day and on 
the seventh day the seventh round a long 
blast was given and then a united shout. 
Down came the walls of Jericho and the 
victory’ was won for the Israelites. It 1s 
profitable to remember that God’s ways 
are higher than our ways as the heavens 
are high above the earth. For that reason 
let us in obedience have courage, ‘For 
in him we live and move and have our 
being.” 

And after Joshua’s battles were over. 
he charged his people to obey with 
courage the law of Moses. May we be de- 
termined to more courageously fight our 
battle and to-day and to-morrow, than we 
weakly fought that battle of yesterday 
—and lost.

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In Mark 16:15, 16 Jesus says, “Go in- 
to all the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature, he that believeth and is 
baptised shall be saved but he that be- 
lieveth not shall be damned.” This is the 
Lord’s universal commission to the minis- 
try and all Bible readers will agree that 
it is for to-day as much as it was when 
it was commanded. They put great stress 
on the 15th and 16th verses, but when 
they come to the 17th and 18th verses 
they want to apply that to the days of 
the early Church and say that no one 
gets the baptism of the Holy Ghost to- 
day. ' 

Dear reader, you will notice how these 
verses read. “These signs shall follow 
them that believe; in my name shall they 
cast out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues.” This was fulfilled on the day 
of Pentecost. If you will notice there 
are seven “‘shalls” in these two latter 
verses. Seven denotes completeness. Some 
teachers say that instead of the render- 
ing ““These signs shall follow them that 
believe,” it should read, ‘““These signs 
shall follow these having believed,” which 
would apply to the early disciples rather 
than the later followers of Christ, by 
saying the verb “believe” is written in 
the Greek as an aroist participle, but they 
overlook the fact that he that believeth 
and is baptized is also an aroist participle. 
And according to their rule of transla- 
tion, baptism would only apply to the 
disciple of Christ before Pentecost and 
would annul the command to “go ye 
therefore and teach all nations, baptising 
them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost,” which 
command could not have been done away 
with without doing violence to the holy 
Scriptures. The 17th and 18th verses are 
as much for the future as the 15th and 
16th verses are. 

We want to notice one more instance. 
When Philip went down to the city cf 
Samaria and began preaching Jesus 
Christ, all the people gave heed to the 
things which Philip spake, hearing and 
seeing the miracles which he did, and 
there was great joy in that city. Was it 
because they had received the Holy 
Ghost? No, the Bible makes it plain that 
the Holy Ghost had not fallen on any of 
them, but devils were cast out and the 
lame and those who were taken with 
palsies were healed, inasmuch as there was 
a man down there that had fooled the 
people for years. They all thought he 


‘was a great man for he worked witchery 


and practised arts. The 13th verse of the 
8th chapter of Acts says, “Simon him- 
self believed also: and when he was bap- 
tised, he continued with Philip and won- 
dered, beholding the miracles and signs 
which were done.” 

I will say right here that joy is not 
a scriptural evidence that anyone has the 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost, for the dis- 
ciples returned from Jerusalem with 
great joy before they received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, Jesus told the 
disciples on one occasion that their names 
were written in heaven, but when they 
which were at Jerusalem heard that Sama- 
ria had received the Word of God, or had 
been saved, they sent unto them Peter 
and John, who, when they came, prayed 
for them, that they might receive the 
Holy Ghost. It amazed old Simon the 
sorcerer, he saw something that he had 
never seen before, but he had seen shout- 
ing and devils cast out, people healed and 
the lame made to walk. I believe that the 
people that Peter and John laid hands on 
acted just like they did at Pentecost and 
at the house of Cornelius, insomuch that 
Simon the sorcerer wanted to buy this 
power that on whomsoever he laid his 
hands they might receive the Holy Ghost. 
But thank the Lord, this good, heaven- 
sent Holy Ghost is not bought with cor- 
ruptible seed such as silver and gold. No 
one but clean, sanctified people can get 
the Holy Ghost. 

There are some who try to get around 
the Scriptures by saying that Zacharias, 
Elizabeth, John the Baptist, and Simeon 
were filled with the Holy Ghost and did 
not speak with tongues. If you will look 
at John 7:39 you will find that Jesus 
says that the Holy Ghost was not yet 
given, for Jesus was not yet glorified. 
Whatever filling they had we know they 
did not have the Pentecostal baptism. 

I want you to notice again, that after 
Jesus arose from the dead, His disciples 
asked Him if He would restore the king- 
dom to Israel. He said, “It is not for 
you to know the times or the seasons, 
which the Father has put in His own 
power, but ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me both 
in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the utmost part of 
the earth.” Acts 1:6-8. When the Holy 
Ghost comes into anyone’s life, the first 
thing he or she does is testify of Jesus. 
Then the one in whom He comes will 
bear witness. John 15:26, 27. It is not 
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recorded in Holy Writ what the Holy 
Ghost said through the early disciples, but 
those foreign-born Jews did say, “We do 
hear them speak in our tongue, the won- 
derful works of God.” Acts 2:11. 

I believe there have been people who 
have had the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and spoke in tongues in every age from 
Pentecost down to the present day. The 
value of tongues is apparent, being 
evidenced by the fact that when there 
has been powerful revivals and awaken- 
ings in the history of the Church, there 
have most always appeared other tongues. 
In the great reformation under Martin 
Luther tongues appeared and in Souer’s 
history of the Christian church, volume 
3, page 406, we have these words: 
“Luther was a prophet, evangelist, speak- 
er in tongues, and interpreter.” This man 
whose life shines out as a great light, who 
had the Baptism of the Holy Ghost, is a 
rebuke to mud-slinging opposers of Pente- 
costal baptism. Another is Thomas Walsh, 
one of Wesley’s greatest preachers, who 
left in his diary these words, dated March 
8th, 1750: “This morning the Lord gave 
me a language that I knew not of, rais- 
ing my soul to Him in a wonderful man- 
ner.”” Irenaeus, who lived in Asia Minor 
during the greater part of the second 
century, writes in his Adv Haer, page 6, 
“We still have many brethren in the 
churches having many prophetical gifts 
and by the Spirit speak in all kinds of 
languages.” 

Despite efforts of mankind to change 
God’s Word, and wresting the Scriptures 
to their own destruction, there is some- 
thing like two million in these last days 
who have the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
with the evidence of speaking in tongues. 
Turtillian, who lived in the second cen- 
tury, speaks of spiritual gifts, including 
the gift of tongues. The Encyclopedia 
Brittanica states that Augustine held that 
each of the disciples talk all languages 
miraculously. The Brittanica further 
states that such utterances recur in 
Christian revivals in every age among 
the mendicant friars of the 13th century, 
among the Jansenites, the early Quakers, 
the converts of Wesley and Whitfie!d, 
and the Covennes and Ervingites. Chry- 
sostum. who lived during the latter part 
of the fourth and early part of the fifth 
century, wrote, “Whosoever was baptized 
in apostolic days they straightway spake 
with tongues.” 

We have proven by the Bible that the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost is a Bible doc- 
trine. If people would be honest with 
God and take off their spectacles of pre- 
judice, shake the dust off of their Bibles 
and not be deceived by these so-called 
teachers of to-day, they would see that it 
is no fable. We have given more than 
the Bible requires to establish a fact.
